DETAILED ACTION 



Allowable Subject Matter 



1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art taken alone or in combination failed to teach or suggest the functions of: 

offering the receivable corresponding to the invoice for sale to multiple third party 
participants over a receivable marketplace associated with the receivable 
clearinghouse, the receivable marketplace being accessed by a receivable trading 
apparatus; matching a received payment with a receivable in the receivable 
marketplace; reconciling the payment and the receivable in the receivable marketplace; 
and crediting the receipt of the payment to the first participant, taken in combination with 
a method of utilizing a computer network based receivable clearinghouse for facilitating 
a transaction involving a receivable and corresponding invoice having payable and 
receivable information as recited in independent claims 1 and 14. 

The prior art taken alone or in combination failed to teach or suggest: 

"a receivable trading apparatus for interacting with a receivable marketplace wherein 
the receivable represented by the invoice information can be offered for sale to multiple 
third party participants of the receivable clearinghouse, the receivable trading apparatus 
being operably connected to the data repository; and a reconciliation apparatus for 
reconciling payments received from third party participants and matching receivables at 
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the clearinghouse" taken in combination in a computer network based receivable 
clearinghouse for facilitating a transaction involving a participant and an invoice, the 
invoice including payable and receivable information as recited in independent claim 20. 



The claims are also allowable over the art of record in view of the Terminal 
Disclaimer filed 7/7/2008 and based on the applicant's response filed on July 07, 2008..
